Tho only reason why it lasted so 
long was that Its cruelly was tempered with 
Inefficiency. 


This is an ago that glories in statistics, as 


previous ages did in other forms of enjoy- 
ment.

MARK CLARK EXILED 


It Is characteristic of the Army that time 


comes when men are exiled to posts of insignifi- 
cance, perhaps to make sure that they do riot forget 
the routine of futilities, the pettiness of army post 
life, the smallncss of being king of a few acres. 


General Mark Clark is beyond doubt one of the 
most .competent statesmen in the service of the 
American people. His heroisms were in the line of 
duty but his administration in Austria, his grasp of 
the essential problems of Middle Europe, his genius 
for handling the Russians, his foresight in bringing 
to bcur upon Middle .European affairs the principles 
now called the Truman Doctrine wore marks of 
ability nut expected in any army officer and his 
execution was far beyond the line of duly. 


So just at the moment when the Greco-Turkish 


enterprise is being put into effect, and when the 
Russians have seized Hungary, Mark Clark is 
brought hack to the United States to be stationed 
at the Presidio where he can twiddle his thumbs 
in the pursuit of paper routine that any colonel 
can do just as well. 


San Franciscans are fortunate that General 


Clark will be in their midst and I am-sure that he 
will add lustre to the Bohemian Grove this Sum- 
mer. But it seems to me that he should be stationed 
in Germany, Austria, or Greece where lie could con- 
tinue to do the job for which liis natural gifts and 
his vast experience have fitted him. 


Precisely the same mistake was made with 


General Wcdemcyer, an equally gifted army officer 
who has been trained as an expert in Far Eastern 
affairs. .It was planned to m'ake General Wcdc- 
mcycr the American ambassador to China but for 
reasons never given the pifblic, he was, at the very 
last moment, by-passed, and the aging not par- 
ticularly suited missionary educator, Dr. Leigh- 
ton Stuart, was appointed to that post with Gen- 
eral Marshall in charge of our affairs there. Be- 
tween them they made quite a mess of our policy 
in China, pursuing a course there precisely and 
competely opposite to the Truman Policy. The re- 
sult has been a major disaster not only for China 
and Korea'but for'.the United States. 
I luivi; been told by those who ought to bn 


familiar with what went on at Moscow that General 
Clark, the expert on Austria, was at loggerheads, 
with other advisors of George Marshal], particularly 
with. Bcn Cohen and Charles P. Kincllcbergor, 
neither of whom arc as competent in this particular 
field as he is. The policy-making group in the 
State Department whom these two represented 
at Moscow, would have preferred, I am told, some 
treaty over Austria rather than none at all. Kindle- 
bergcr is a former Treasury man shifted ever to 
the State Department and put in charge of the 
Economic Desk of the German section where his 
function is to adhere to the Morgenthau Plan as 
implemented by JCS 10(57—an 
unworkable 
and 


harmful doctrine_that Herbert Hoover so ably ex- 
posed. 
These State Department 
policy-makers 
are 


desirous of having the Italian Treaty confirmed by 
the Senate, in spite of the obvious fact that it is a 
direct "violation of the Truman Doctrine and in 
spito of I he fact that that treaty makes a gift of 
Italy to international Communism. They still hope 
to arrange an Austrian Treaty, Anything to get 
something on .paper—duly signed with seals and 
ribbons, rvcn if that anything is in conflict with a 
foreign policy voted by Congress and proclaimed by 
the President! 
So they prefer to have such a man as Mark 


Clark out of the 'picture. He can play bridge at the 
Officer's Club at the Presidio; he can play Russian 
Bank at the Bohemian Club; he can eat sliashlik 
at Gcorgn Mardikian's. But a great talent ought 
not to be Wasted in this manner. It is a little diffi- 
cult to understand*why the Republican Congress, 
which was going to begin its sessions each day 
with a prayer and end them with a probe, has 
thus far clone not. one thing to rescue the govern- 
ment of the Unitojjl States from the little men who 
run the Slate Department.

Whether We Like It or Not 


That Body of Yours

VALUE OF DEXXISXRJf 


Some years ago a patient in a state mental hos- 


pital hud a number of infected teeth. A local den- 
tist treated some teeth and removed others. A few 
months later she became normal mentally after be- 
ing a patient for more.than two years. The super- 
intendent was so impressed with the dramatic re- 
sults obtained in this case tiiat he had nosc-and- 
throat specialists examine the'patients ar.d remove 
any infection present. The result of the work of 
these specialists was that about 40 per cent of the 
inmates were discharged from the hospital to their 
occupations or homes. 
The above results could not be obtained now as 


most mental hospitals as with general hospitals, 
have a dentist or dentists on their staff. However, 
many more mental patients would be cured or 
greatly helped if the govcvnment—federal, state, 
local—would provide more dental and medical ser- 
vices for all mental patients. 


Dr. Hamilton B. G. Robinson, Ohio State Uni- 


versity, conducted a survey of the dental needs of 
29,000 patients in Ohio mental institutions. 
He 


points out that the dental service was inadequate at 
all the state mental institutions and says that the 
superintendents and dentists agreed with this con- 
clusion. While the general ratio of dentists to pop- 
ulation in Ohio is one to 1,600, the ratio in mental 
institutions is one to 3,000. 


One significant statement 
by Dr. Robinson 


brings home to us the fact that the_ appearance of 
all of us means much to our happiness and com- 
fort. "The mental hurdle or disability, added to the 
patient's load when he or she is sent home without 
teeth or with unpresentable teeth, is not recog- 
nized."
